STARTS FOR SYWttY THURSDAY 


Captain of Roosevelt Fear* to Leave 


Battle Harbor on Account of Rough 
Weather Usually Encountered at 
This Season Off Labrador Coast. 
Entire Party Reported Well by Tug 
That Successfully Battles With El- 
ements—Peary Alone at Pole. 


Battle Harbor. Labrador, Sept. 14.— 


After a somewhat tempestuous pass- 
age the tug Thomas Douglas arrive** 
here, and Commander Peary's steam- 
er Roosevelt was found to be In good 
condition and will leave Battle Har- 
bor ou Thursday or Friday for North 
Sydney. 
From that port the Roose- 


velt will proceed to New York and. if 
ft is possible, she will take part in 
the naval parade at th,e Hudson-Ful- 
ton celebration. 
. Captain Bartlett, is extremely anx- 
ious to weigh anchor and return to 
civilization, .but as there ie danger of 
encountering storms^ so prevalent in 
this season on the treacherous Labra- 
dor coast, every precaution will be 
taken to put the Roosevelt in as sea- 
worthy condition as possible. Under 
Che best of circumstances the steam- 
er Is bound to make a slow run to 
Sydney, probably not more than five 
knots an hour. Commander Peary 
also is anxious lest Dr. Cook should 
reach Xew York first, although he 
adds that the Brooklyn explorer's at- 
tempts to Induce scientists to believe 
his story will be futile. 


TELL OF TRIP TO POLE 


Members of Party Say Peary and One 


Eskimo Were Alone at Finish. 


Battle Harbor. Labrador. Sept. 14. 


—The following details of Command- 
er Peary's journey to the north pole 
have been gleaned from members of 
the expedition on board the steamer 
Roosevelt: 
; The only men to reach the pole 
were Commander. Peary and one—Es- 
"tizno. Eging Wah by name. The other 
white members of the various parties 
that left Cape Columbia we-e sent 
back one by one as Peary drew near- 
er daily to his goaL Matthew Henson 
and three Eskimos, the only other 
members of the reduced party that 
made tee final dash, were left one 
march south of the pole. 


This reduced party started the 


morning of April 3. The men "walked 
that day for 10 hours and made 20 
miles. They then slept near the S9th 
parallel. "While crossing a stretch of 
young ice 360 yards trice the sledge 
broke througfi. It was saved, but two 
of the Eskimos had narrow escapes 
from drowning. 


The pole was reached April 6 and 


a series of observations were taken 
at 90. Peary deposited his records 
and hoisted the American flag. The 
temperature teas 32 degrees below 
zero. Fahrenheit. The pole appeared 
as a frozen sea. Peary tried to take 
a sounding, but got no bottom at 
1.500 
fathoms. 


Peary stayed at the role for 34 


hours, and then started on his ; eturn 
journey the afternoon of April 7.
